A well thought out, well recorded, mature youth crew album.

COLD AS LIFE - Demos 95-97 LP AAAA 

Born To Land Hard is long overdue to get the vinyl 
treatment. But until then, this demo LP is here to at least 
Spin some of those songs on your record player. Best to see 
if you can get it from a distro, cause Backside isn’t a very 
trustworthy record label. Just a heads up. 


CRO-MAGS - In The Beginning LP AAAAA 


Despite its many easy to point out flaws, the biggest one 
maybe to release it under the CRO-MAGS moniker, this still 
ends up.among my favourite 2020 hardcore records. There can 
be a million decent CRO-MAGS worship bands, your EKULUs, 
DOMINANT FORCEs and what not, in the end there’s no one that 
can impersonate the CRO-MAGS better than Harley himself. 
Even when you notice no less than three You Gotta Know intro 
rehashes, you can’t help but banging your head each time. 


GULCH - Impenetrable Cerebral Fortress LP AAAA 


One of the more interesting new bands, doing their own 
thing. Punk, hardcore, D-beat, metal, all mashed into 
something hard to pinpoint. It’s quite the accomplishment to 
use this many different influences and not sounding all over 
the place. Seven stomping tracks that will make you forget 
about social distancing in an instant, looking for someone 
to slam into. And one ballad to catch your breath before you 
push repeat. Great artwork too. 
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HIGHER POWER - 27 Miles Underwater LP AA 

A band that never fulfilled its promise. Starting out as a 
bana that pulled LEEWAY influences and pulled it off too, 
now has ‘progressed’ into a ‘mature’ DEFTONES sound. Guess 
what, there's already a band that has a mature DEFTONES 
sound that are actually good at it. They are called 
DEFTONES, check them out. 


MIDNIGHT — Rebirth By Blasphemy LP AAAA 


Definitely a metal band, but just enough d-beat flavour and 
punk spirit to maybe catch the attention of you, the reader 
of this hardcore punk fanzine. I’m really into it if that 
helps. Great vibe, melodies and general good catchy songs 
with great slogan sing alongs. This is much more MOTORHEAD 
than WATAIN to give you an idea, but the dark spirit 
prevails nevertheless. This band has quite the back 
catalogue to check out too. 


MINDFORCE - Swingin’ Swords, Choppin’ Lords 12" AAAaA 


Five turds for style, five turds for execution, no turds for 
song writing, cause there isn’t any. This sounds great, but 
dissected you’re left with bunch of awesome riffs and breaks 
that never go anywhere. The whole thing comes across as a 
teaser for a record that never will be. Still a well spend 
six minutes and if it wasn’t for the bullshit concept that 
the one-sided 12” format is, I would have actually spend 
money on it. 


RAMALLAH ~ The Last Gasp Of Street Rock N’ Roll LP AAAA 


“Whatever happened to that hardcore music we all know and 
love?” So asks White Trash Rob in the album opener. Well I 
don’t know exactly but on this record it sure as hell get 
spiced up with a ton of nananas and wohohos. And about 53 
lets go’s. With BLOOD FOR BLOOD retired, RAMALLAH has become 
a mixture of all Rob’‘s previous bands and projects. The 
focus has shifted a lot to melody and the heavy mosh of the 
first RAMALLAH record seems long gone along with the 
keyboards of the second one. This might not be the hardcore 
music anymore we all know, but I for one still love it. 


SCARECROW - Revenge 7” AAAA 
Fast aggro D-Beat from Sweden North Carolina. Not unlike 


TOTALITAR. Nonstop hardcore stomping that makes up for the 
lack of catchiness. Can't remember a single song after 
spinning it three times in a row, but still wanna go another 
round! The vocal reverb trend that’s going start to get on 
my nerves a bit, but it isn’t too bad on this recording. 
Highly recommended riot music. 


SECTOR ~ The Virus Of Hate Infects The Ignorant Mind CS 


Obviously I'm a fan since I interviewed them. AAAA 
. The singer was on the early releases of WAR HOUND and I dig 
his vocals. Musically, besides sounding tuff as nails, the 
riffing is also catchy, not unlike FURY OF FIVE and COLD AS 
LIFE. A quality that’s pretty rare in this genre and so all 
the more appreciated. The album title is also really good 
and intended or not, perfectly reflects these times, both 
literally with the pandemic going on, but even more so the 

polarisation of the societies we live in. 


SUNAMI - Self Titled 7” AA 

Heavy hardcore seems to be in style once more. But where 
bands like SECTOR and PAIN OF TRUTH get everything just 
right, SUNAMI has everything wrong. Dumbass tuff guy lyrics 
and mosh calls, pussy this pussy that blah blah, and bad 
songwriting to go with it. And bad Lockin Out artwork that 
doesn’t fit the style at all. Not badass, just bad. 


TRASH TALK - Squalor CS AAAA 
When I heard about this new stuff I was surprised they are 


even still around. They have somehow transferred to a 
hipster crowd, but musically this is still very much TRASH 
TALK and very much hardcore. Theres some electronic beats 
mixed in here and there, but it doesn’t get annoying. Pretty 
good actually. 


UNITED MUTATION -— Dark Self Image LP AAA 
A record you have to digest in bits and pieces I guess. 


Crusty hardcore just isn’t well-fitted for discography 
listening sessions. And though they never reach the quality 
level of the real d-beat classics, UNITED MUTATIONS did have 
their own unique take on hardcore punk in the early 
eighties. As always Radio Raheem has done a top notch job 
with the packaging, with the thick booklet full of artwork & 
photos really setting the mood for some HC time traveling. 


I don’t have any special story about how I got to know this band. I 
was simply crate digging the web for any decent newish hardcore 
punk music. Somehow. between all the CODE ORANGE, KNOCKED LOOSE and 
DEFEATER bullshit and whatever else apparently gets labeled 


‘hardcore’ these days, I actually found something I liked in the 
C-4 ‘Goes To war’ demo.

Basically, the change was because we got “AMERICAN 
NIGHTMARE’d” by some early 90s indie rock band also named 
DUMPTRUCK that happened to be from Boston. I guess they just so 
happened to do a reunion tour right when we did the demo, and got 
wind of a show we had with CLOSE CALL at the Middle East, so 
they called Scace, threatened us with a lawsuit, name-dropped 
DINOSAUR JR, and then made fun of us in the Boston Phoenix for 
not knowing who they were (because hardcore kids who haven't 
grown their hair out or broken Edge yet would totally know an 
obscure major label wash out).

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Then the “reunions”’... 


The "reunion" shows really just have to do with us getting to do things 
we wanted to do with THE WRONG SIDE but never got to. I think 
the first "reunion" we played was so we could say we played a Cali 
show, and then we did another so we could play CBGBs, and then that 
turned into a weekend of shows, and then we did another because | 
wanted to play the legendary Middlesex Community College, and then 
we said we'd play Lockin’ Out Fest as the special guest... none of 
those shows were OG line up's but I consider them legit line up's as 
we always had brand name dudes filling the shoes of whoever was 
missing. We did a legit reunion show with TERROR last winter 
because we were all actually going to be in Boston for the holidays, 
but it got moved to NH at the last minute due to some fat clown 
screwing up the Cambridge Elks for everyone, and that along with the 
weather I'm sure kept some people from getting to see us. It ended up 
being a great show through and through though. United Blood was 
kind of a weird deal, there were rumors on message boards and stuff 
that we were playing, but no one had ever asked anyone in the band. 
Turns out Chris Corry had been asked to ask us, but he forgot. It all 
worked out though. One of the dudes putting on the fest (Foster) was 
in the Cali line up of THE WRONG SIDE, and all the other bands 
DFJ and Scace were in were playing anyways, so it's not like we 
would have said no. We played As One for similar reasons; Craig 
Mack is one of my oldest and dearest friends and he asked us so we 
said yes. Originally As One was going to be an OG line up reunion, 
but Dookie ended up having family obligations. Next we're playing 
the ABSOLUTION reunion in August, because what kind of moron 
would turn down playing with ABSOLUTION?

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Basically after the Stillborn Fest mess DFJ and I both agreed I needed 
to create a WRONG SIDE line up separate from any LOC bands,

Anyway, Shawn was the first dude I asked, and he was all gung ho 
about it, but then various LOC people got bummed on taking it out of 
the family...not that anyone didn't like Shawn or anything, but Scace 
still wanted to be in the band and felt like | was booting him or some 
shit and it bummed people out, so it just kind of fizzled before it got 
Started. 


Right, so the breakups... 


OK, we FINALLY broke up and had the Last Supper show because | 
was sick of turning offers away because MENTAL, RIGHTEOUS 
JAMS, and even MIND ERASER (who had just started) were all 
considered a higher priority than THE WRONG SIDE going on a US 
tour with MADBALL or Europe with TERROR or doing two weeks 
with DEATH BEFORE DISHONOR and BLACKLISTED. It’s cool, I 
understand it- those dudes were getting to do all that shit on their own 
anyways on their own terms with their own band at the top of the bill; 
[ just was tired of saying "Yeah that's nice of you to offer... but we 
can't. No, 1 don't know when we can. No, we can't even play one show 
even though it's three months notice." It just got old. And naturally, 
now that we've played a show here and there, | still have to give that 
answer at least twice a month. 
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What is THE WRONG SIDE's current status? Active? Inactive? 


I don't even know what you could call us. We're like a dead horse that 
keeps getting up after being beaten into oblivion. We're a zombie 
horse. You definitely can't really call us active, we all live in different 
states (DFJ is a Boston based nomad, Dookie lives in Cali, Scace is 
opening a gym in Arizona, I help run a moving company in NY), and 
DFJ and Scace are in touring bands.

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Aight, let’s talk about hardcore. On the Trumbull blog’s year end 
wrap up of 2010, you wrote about some memorable Boston shows. 
At one point you mentioned never feeling more connected to 
hardcore than when MENTAL was a band... Besides the obvious 
connection through your bands, why is this? 


Just because it was the most involved I actually was with things. I was 
getting in the van, I was doing flyers and shirt designs for kids all over 
the place, | was actually meeting hc kids from outside my local 
scene... | had done all that stuff before but on a much smaller scale. 
Like I did all that stuff for DBNO and PROCLAMATION, but they 
never actually went on tour or reached the level of MENTAL or RJ's. 
So really | guess the "obvious connection" IS the connection. 


You also talked about AMERICAN NIGHTMARE shows. A lot of 
kids now like to “blame” them for lame trends and sort of 
scapegoat them for making hardcore “wimpy and poetic” or 
whatever. Regardless of their later records, if people knew their 
history they’d have a different thing to say I think...I mean Wes 
was a scrapper in his day. Lots of stories of him busting people’s 
faces and shit. As someone who actually witnessed them in their 
early stages and their prime, what light can you shed on some of 
these misconceptions? 


AN didn't exist in a bubble. I think people look at them as this entity 
that was always outside of the regular hardcore scene, like they think 
they were poetry majors with instruments that actual hardcore kids 
who were into CRO_MAGS and MADBALL didn't like. What they 
don't realize that when AN started, they were just like every other he 
band who starts out with a demo and brings their friends to shows to 
mosh for them, and those friends included dudes like AJ and Clevo 
from STOP AND THINK and Joey C from RIGHTEOUS JAMS. It 
would be Straight Edge varsity jackets and CORNERSTONE shirts 
over hooded sweatshirts pig piling on people who had no clue what 
was going on. I mean, AN used to have an intro that straight up 
existed just for moshing. That's what got them popular at first; they'd 
play a show and al] their friends would go off for them and it would 
make them look like the biggest band on the planet, and that made 
people want to check them out, and then they'd get into Wes' lyrics 
from there. That was actually what the criticism of AN used to be: that 


the singer wrote good lyrics but they were generic and sloppy live and 
the only reason they were popular was because their friends made 
them look good. Which maybe was true, but they had "it", you know 
what I mean? Like you put all that stuff together and it just worked. 
There was an intensity and charisma there that another band doing the 
exact same things wouldn't have had. And yeah, Wes was a pretty 
tough kid. I know people can't reconcile that with the current image 
they have of the guy, but it's true. It's actually funny to me that kids 
can't get a handle on that; it's not like Wes was even the first dude 
willing to hit you with a padlock to be putting, I guess you'd say emo, 
emo lyrics to mosh parts. REACH THE SKY was doing it first in that 
era; lan will hate me for saying it but sorry brother, you're a tough 
dude, no quotes needed, and before them even a band like SHEER 
TERROR... | mean, go read some of Paul Bearers lyrics to songs, a lot 
of them are just as vague and arty as anything Wes ever did. But he's 
probably the first one a lot of younger kids who got into hardcore in 
the 00s were exposed to, and so for those kids it would become either 
they're the greatest band in the world and Wes is my hero, or they're 
the worst band in the world and they're ruining hardcore. 


So your reputation as a mosher precedes you...at least in 
publications I’ve read. I won’t ask you to re-tell the “chain” story 
if you don’t want... 


If you're talking about the infamous chain mosh pics from “The Last 
Supper”, that wasn't even me! (laughs). That was Colin Of Arabia and 
P-boy's brother Jimmy Knuckles. All I did was bring the chain... I 
bought it for our intended last show at Posi Numbers: it was going to 
be Martin from DONNYBROOK on the other end with Colin. I was 
also the one who brought all the water balloons for MURPHY ’S LAW 
that year...me and P-boy. We wanted to fill them with beer but the 
funnel we got didn't cut it so we settled for water. But | digress... 


Still sounds pretty rad. Let’s finish with your top moshing 
moment? 


Man, I dunno. Attaching Jimmy K to Tall Colin with a chain and 
making them promise to mosh as hard as they could? I literally can’t 
think of anything that doesn’t sound lame. Either I'l! say something 
that makes me look like an asshole, or I’ll sound like a dork. Not that 
both those things aren’t true... 
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
